In discussing the Reasons for Allowance, the Examiner refers to certain features of 
independent Claims 35, 44, 50 and 57. Claims 37-43, 45-48, 51-52, and 53-57 recite different 
combinations of features and elements than those referenced by the Examiner, which are also 
patentable.
